CLAIMS" 


1. What I claim as my invention is the protruding arm (plastic siding) which 
protrudes away from the body to provide a blocking point for the pitcher's 
forearm. 

2. What I claim as my invention is the unique design of the protruding arm 
(plastic siding) which enables right and left handers to use the "Pitching 
Tutor". 

3. What I claim as my invention is the design of the "Pitching Tutor". 

-The "L" shaped backing and siding 

-The manner of how the device is secured on the hip 

4. What I claim as my invention is the structure of the "Pitching Tutor" which 
enables durability. 

5. What I cl aim as my invention is the purpose of the "Pitching Tutor" 

-To release the ball at the hip 
-To have accurate wrist snap 
-To control the bending of the arm 
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
